LIBRARY REPORT 


As there has been no regular librarian the past year, 
the work having been divided voluntarily between two or 
three of the Trustees, it is impossible to give as accurate 
or detailed an account as may be expected. We trust this 
year an additional appropriation will be made by the town, 
thus enabling us to secure the services of a regular libra- 
rian who will be able to better systematize the work and so 
obtain more satisfactory results. However, we feel that 
the year has been a successful one, and an increasing in- 
terest has been shown by the people. One hundred and 
forty-two families have been represented in the drawing 
of books; the circulation amounting to 5096 volumes, or 
98 per week. We now have 1513 books on our shelves, 210 
of which have been added since March 1, 1908. Among 
these are 14 volumes of ‘‘Stoddard’s Lectures’’ valued at 
$36.00, a gift an from an interested party; and six valjuable 
volumes of ‘‘ American Statesmen and Authors’’ by Colonel 
McClure, donated by Mr, Fred Pushee of California. 
Books of value were aiso received from Mr. A. L. Sim- 
mons, Mrs. Phila Norris Hiller, Miss A. L. Washburn, 
and others. Through the generosity of one of our leading 
citizens, too modest to wish his name mentioned, the 
library has been supplied with a handsome oak table, 
which accommodates the popular magazines so generously 
supplied by our townspeople. 

The library will be open for inspection town meeting 
day, and we hope any who have never visited it will do so 
at this time.

SCHOOL BOARD 


We submit the twenty-second report of our schools, 
for the year ending February 15, 1909. 

Eleven different schools have been maintained the past 
year, giving each school thirty-three weeks. Your com- 
mittee has endeavored to select the best teachers available, 
and we believe all have endeavored to do good, faithful 
work, with good results. We have placed in some of our 
schools reference books and other supplies which we think 
make our schools better equipped for good work than 
before. 

The district has received $150.52 from the state treas- 
ury, which has been expended in lengthening our school 
year. Let us still maintain such interest in our schools 
that this appropriation may come our way each year, or 
other towns may be considered as more worthy of partici- 
pating in the benefits of this money. 

We think it would be to the advantage of the school 
and town if we could change the school building at the 
East Village and give us two rooms, and divide the school 
so we could grade it up. As it is now the teacher has to 
work at a disadvantage. 

In looking over the register we find quite a number of 
the parents visited the schools, which we believe is the 
right thing to do. Come in and see for yourselves, and let 
us work together for the good of our young people, that 
they may be better fitted to meet the demands of life. We 
would call attention to the law requiring children between 
the ages of eight and fourteen to attend schoo] all the time 
such schoo] is in session.
